If an d^struaion Ls seen, no 
matter how small it may be. clean the bore with 
a cleaning rod and patcli as described In ‘Clean- 
ing and Maintenance Suggestions'’ on page 12 
and 13. Before the first firing, dean the bore 
wilfi a cleaning rod and patch, arxl wipe away 
any ami-nial compouixl.s in the adtoa^chamber 
areas.

In conventional gun tcrminolc^' ihc position and 
movement of gun parts are des^bed as they occur 
with the gun horizontal and in normal firing posi- 
tion; i.e., tlie (nuzzle is for^'ard or from; the butt 
stock is rearward or rear; the trigger Ls downsvard or 
underneath; the sights are uptv*ard or on top. For 
general iiomcnclatum refer to Figure 1.

Be- 
cause the bolt does not s^ing up as high when 
there is ample scope clearance. T1 k‘ boll 
handle itself is hunum-engimvail to fit your hand 

naturally. 

Tlic A-Bolt II has a strong three-lug, ihin-bodied 
anti-bind lx)lt. Weight is reduced while maintaining 
the strength necevarv' to handle magnum calibcre. 
A non-rotating Ixik sleeve runs \Ik enlia* Ictiglli of 
tlie Iwlt, Tlie flat surface the lx)li can be en- 
graved with your name, coniaa our Consumer De- 
partment for details at l-BOO-33iV3288. 

Otlier significant features include the ton\x*nienl 
hinged fiofjrplaie with detachable box magazine 
and thumb-operated top tang safety. The disdnilivc 
smootli plane top of the reccivcf provides a finn 
platform for scope mount placement. 



General operation of the A-Bolt II rifle 

The A-boli 11 is a Ixilt aaion rifle that operates by 
liftir^ the boll handle, drawing tlte Iv^lr reartvarcl and 
then sliding die bolt forward and rotating the bolt 
downward until it slops, Tlib process takes a 
cartridge from the magaziiK and loads it into the 
chamber for firing. Oixralion of Left-liand models is 
idemiaL cxcxjpi iliar the IxJr is located on the left 
side of the receiver.

BEFORE THE FIRST FIRING, CLEAN THEANV-RVST 
COMPOUND from tl»e inside of the barrel and 
receiver with a clean rag and light gun oil, Bajwning 
Oil is ideal for removing diis compound and for giv- 
ing youf new gun its first lul^rication. However, any 
quality gun oil may be used. For an explanation of 
cleaning procedures see '*Care and Cleaning" on 
page 12 and 13. 

OperaUon of the safety 

Ihe safety is localcd on the top tang at the rear of 
the receivet. When the safetv is drawn with tlie 
thumb to the rear, the gun is in the “on safe" |)osi- 
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tlon, This fil(x'ksi ihc trigger and locks iIr.* \ k )\{ in ihc 
closed jwsition, In ihis posiiion an "S” will appc-jr on 
rhe tang in front of the ,safet\'. WHENEVER A CAf^^ 
TRIDGE 1$ CHAMBERED, THE RIFLE SHOULD BE 
KEPT IN THE "ON SAFE" POSmON UNTIL YOU ARE

this practice may alter the function of your fireana 
Willi an extra round in the magazine and the Ixilt 
dosed, il may not be jX>ssj])Ie lo laitii the magazine 
floorplatc.

To 
prevent brass brisdes from breaking off, the 
brush should I'le pushed completely through the 
bore before l)elng withdrawn.
